2) Consideration: [ZD054-17] – Request by Annunciation, LLC for a planned development 

to permit a multi-family residential development in an HU-RD2 Historic Urban Two-

Family Residential District, on a portion of an undesignated lot on Square 492, in the 

Third Municipal District, bounded by Marais, Mandeville, Urquhart, and Spain Streets. 

The municipal addresses are 1209-1221 Mandeville Street and 2301 Marais Street. (PD

3) Consideration: [ZD055-17] – Request by ENTI, LLC for a conditional use to permit the 

sale of alcoholic beverages for on-premises consumption at a specialty restaurant in a 

CBD-6 Urban Core Neighborhood Intensity Mixed-Use District, on Square 162, Lots Y 

and Z, in the First Municipal District, bounded by Magazine, Girod, Julia, and Camp 

Streets. The municipal addresses is 725 Magazine Street. (PD 1A)
